French immersion 
sparks parent interest 


Mr. Marcel Doucet, parent 
representative for the imple- 
mentation of a French 
Immersion Program in St. 
Albert, led an informative 
meeting for approximately 70 
interested parents at V.J. 
Maloney School on March 
21. 

Dr. W. Zielinski, super- 
intendent for School Board 
District No. 3, outlined the 
policies and objectives set by 
the board for the kinder- 
garten to grade 3 levels. 

Admission and transpor- 
tation procedures were dis- 
cussed and it was deemed 
necessary that the French 
Immersion Program be off- 
ered in a central location for 
adequate transportation and 
that it grow to a French 
immersion program in a 
bilingual school. 

These programs shall be 
phased in annually starting 
in September 1978 with 
Kindergarten and grade 1 
levels. 

The agreement with the 
Edmonton Separate School 
Board will be maintained, 
tuition fees if any and 
transportation will be pro- 
vided for students in grades 
not offered at the local level. 

Mr. G. Soetaert, assistant 
superintendent for District 
School Board No. 3 briefly 
explained the evaluation, 
registration and screening 
procedures for the children 
entering the Kindergarten 
and grade | programs. 

Generally, parents seemed 
receptive and enthusiastic 
towards the program, in fact, 
20 of these parents readily

cafeteria for high school 


A brief prepared by St. 
Albert High vice principal, 
Paul Chalifoux, which dis- 
cusses some pros and cons of 
a cafeteria at the high school 
was directed to District 3's 
Board Policy Committee for 
further study at Monday's 
Board meeting. 

When first discussing the 
proposal, Board members 
wanted the school to provide 
more financial information 
before accepting the brief 
but then, on Chairman Steve 
Sieben’s suggestion, decided 


they better look at whether 
they wanted to get into 
school cafeterias in the first 
. place. 

The school was not orig- 
inally constructed with a 
cafeteria in mind and is now 
experiencing problems acc- 
ommodating the 250-plus 
students who stay for lunch. 
This situation is creating a 
problem with food litter in 
addition to the inconvenience 
of setting up and removing 
tables and chairs. 

Because students are spr- 


ead throughout the building 
and grounds during lunch 
period it is also creating 
supervision problems and 
has led to some cases of 
vandalism. 

The proposal also points 
out the nutritional advan- 
tages in having a cafeteria in 
the high school. 

It calls for the District to 
build the cafeteria without 
provincial assistance and op- 
erate it in a manner which is 
profitable and self-amortiz- 
ing. 


St. Albert not favoured 
for by-pass 


Government cabinet mini- 
Sters-in face of questioning 
from Opposition leader Bob 
Clark in the Alberta Legis- 
lature last week - maintained 
St. Albert is not favoured for 
a by-pass road to reduce 
traffic congestion between 
Edmonton and St. Albert. 

And allegations that St. 
Albert is being forced to 
withdraw its opposition to an 
annexation by the promise of 
a new road were also denied 
in the legislature March 29, 

St. Albert is not being 
asked to accept a by-pass in 
return for withdrawing its 
objections to a Genstar 
Limited annexation applica- 
tion. 

The by-pass and the 
annexation were linked by 
St. Albert PC MLA Ernie 
Jamison recently in a seven- 
point proposal he made to St. 
Albert city council. There 
were reports that he asked 
the council to accept a 
by-pass west of St. Albert 
which would be built if the 
annexation fight was dropp- 
ed, 

Mr. Clark charged the 
western by-pass was hoisted 
on St. Albert council when it 
narrowly accepted the idea. 
Transportation Minister Dr. 
Hugh Horner replied that his 
office and St. Albert officials 
have discussed the by-pass 
for some time and that the 
plan was drawn up by the 
former town administration, 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dick Johnston assured the 
house that he has not 
interfered with the city’s 
move to oppose the annexa- 
tion of 1900 acres requested 
by the international con- 
glomerate. 

Dr. Horner added the 
by-pass will have to take a

Approve law course for schools 


High school students in 
Alberta will have the oppor- 
tunity to study the major 
concepts in law more closely 
this September than was 
previously possible, through 
the institution of a new Law 
30 course approved by Mini- 
ster of Education, Julian 
Koziak. The course, recom- 
mended by the Curriculum 
Policies Board in response to 
student interest in studying 
law in greater depth, will be 
offered in most Alberta high 
schools in September of this 
year. 

In the past the only law 
course available to high 
school students was Law 20, 
which dealt with the basic 
concepts of law in overview. 
The Law 30 course may be 
taken in sequence with Law 
20 or independently, with 
both courses carrying full 
credits. 

The basic concepts cover- 
ed ikn the Law 30 course will 
include authority and justice, 
responsibility and participa- 
tion, privacy, diversity, and 
freedom, and property. The- 
se can be treated under more 
specific topics such as legal

heritage, contracts, criminal 
law, tort law and business 
law. 

The Law 30 course will 
include in-depth considera- 
tion of at least three of the 
broad basic concepts man- 
dated, plus one or more op- 
tions, It will also include a 
specific, detailed study of a 
current, concrete example of 


these concepts in practice. 

Although three new texts 
for both Law 20 and Law 30 
are currently being consider- 
ed for approval, there is a 
wealth of literature and 
materials, most of which is 
produced locally, that is 
suitable and available for 
both course levels.

“Waiting for the Parade”’ 
: An occasion for pride 


By Vicky Knight 

“Waiting for the Parade’’ 
evoked in me feelings which 
might well be termed chau- 
vinistic and to that 
reaction, I say hallelujah! 
Canadian female chauvinism 
is not exactly prevalent, and 
Canadian women need to 
experience the smug joy of 
such feelings for a time if 
they are to grow beyond 
them. I emerged from the 
Northern Light Theatre pro- 
duction with a sense of 
delight in my sex and my 
nationality, and above all, in 
humanity. Evidently, I was 
not alone. A pride of women 
in the audience rose to their 
feet in wonder at the play’s 
end to pay tribute to a most 
moving production. Theatre 
often can produce exhil- 
eration, but this was a more 
private experience than the 
mass exuberance of a ‘‘God- 


spell.’’ This was an inner 
rejoicing. 
The play, by Calgary 


playwright John Murrell (the 
instigator of my flag-waving) 
takes a penetrating look at 
five very different women in 
Calgary during World War 
11. Each has her private 
torments, and each copes in 
a way uniquely her own. In 
delineating the five, Murrell 
shuns the stereotypes and 
creates for us five living, 
breathing women, that could 
easily be our mothers, 
grandmothers, aunts, cous- 
ins or -- ourselves. It’s like 
watching a ‘‘Roots’’ for the 
Canadian woman. 

I find it hard to review the 
performance without dropp- 
ing a clatter of cliches. 
Angela Gann was beautifully 


bumptious and irritating. 
However, her skill somehow 
rendered the character's 
defeat all the more poignant, 
perhaps because of her sur- 
face abrasiveness. Merrilyn 
Gann’s portrait of a girl 
whose German birth made 
her an object of scorn was a 
true ‘profile in courage’. 
Humour, compassion and a 
kind of elegant inner steel 
were all evident in Ms. 
Gann’s Marta. Mickey Mac- 
Donald, as Catherine with 
her gritty, resigned courage 
and earthy wit brought tears 
of mixed origin to my eyes. 
Incidentally, MacDonald and 
Merrilyn Gann do a drunk 
scene that manages to be 
both uproarious and sad. 
Their loss of control was real 
to the point I half-feared they 
would tumble from the lip of 
the stage. In the role of Eve, 
Kathie Ball beholds the 
world with wide-eyed impa- 
tience, reviling her older 
husband with youthful con- 
tempt and providing an 
excellent foil to the more 
measured reactions of the 
other women. Finally there is 
Joan Boyd as the pious 
Margaret -- a woman too old 
and too tired to a\ ptan 
understanding of the . mes in 
which she lives. She dies by 
inches with frightening au- 
thenticity. 

I usually shy away from 
comment on the role of the 
director, because my re- 
marks would probably reveal 
my ignorance of the job's 
intricacies, However, even I 
could see that Scott Swan 
must have had a deep 
rapport with his company. 
The production ebbed and

This is the movie which 
takes us into the divorce 
jungle of America where 
current statistics indicate 
that the divorce rate is 
edging . towards the SO 
percent mark. 

While Jill Clayburgh gives 
a fair to middling per- 
formance as Erika, jilted by 
husband Martin as he falls in 
love with a teacher while on a 
shirt shopping spree, it is 
impossible to feel any pity for 
the protagonists. 

Surrounded by staggering 
affluence, America’s spoilt 
children engage in constant 
rutting with Erika one of the 
victims as a 15 year old 
marriage goes sour. 

I have to admit that the 
sequence where Erika is 
peremptorily told by her 
husband that he has just 
taken off with another 
woman is superb. I don't 
think I’ve ever seen a 
moment captured where the 
sheer hurt of marriage vow 
desecration comes through 
so well, 

Erika battles on mainly in 
the company of others in 
similar condition, once near- 
ly raped by an amourous 
admirer in a cab, then 
getting doubtful help from a 
very expensive shrink who 
herself had been divorced 
three years ago. (The devil 
casting out a devil?( 

The only gleam of sanity in 
an otherwise hopeless situa- 
tion comes when Erika meets 
an artist, himself on the 
rebound. The artist, Saul, 
played by Alan Bates gives 
the only solid performance in 
the film, that performance 
tempered with a charming 
sense of humour. 


But the experimental rela- 
tionship goes adrift, with 
Erika becoming more and 
more obsessed with the need 
for independence and left 
standing holding a large 
painting by the Bohemian 
Saul. 

Martin makes a doomed 
attempt to get back to the 
bed of his beloved and the 
cycle of hurt is complete. 

Whether intended by the 
film or not, New York and 
Wall Street come over as the 
real dehumanisers; all the 
while the silent skyscrapers 
stand, the true lords over this 
carnivorous human jungle.

Spring. ..cleaning!

April showers bring May 
flowers ... but those flowers 
also bring mud and grime 
that is quickly tracked thr- 
oughout the house. I don’t 
know why but Spring is 
traditionally associated with 
house cleaning. Most home- 
makers give their house a 
thorough cleaning at this 
time of the year. Whether or 
not you are a ‘‘Spring 
cleaner’’ the following infor- 
mation on cleaning agents 
will probably be helpful to 
you at some point. 


ABRASIVE CLEANERS ... 
lfrom August, 1977 
Canadian Consumer] 


Care should be taken with 
the use of abrasives because 
the ‘grittier’ they are the 
more harm they can do to 
your sinks, tubs and cook- 
ware. Abrasive cleaners we- 
re originally a mixture of 
sand and soap used to clean 
and burnish metalware. The 
more abrasive the cleaner, 
the more it will score 
porcelain finishes, creating 
tiny ravines which catch and 
hold grease and dirt. 

Bon Ami and Loblaws 
brand abrasives were found 
to be the least abrasive. An 
alternative is a good powder 
concentrate, (i.e. Spic and 
Span) or a liquid cleaner, 
(i.e. Lysol, Mr. Clean, etc.). 
These cleaners are complet- 
ely soluble, therefore non- 
abrasive. Ajax, Dutch and 
Top Value were found to be 
most abrasive, Comet rated 
in the middle. 

If you don’t want to dull 
new fixtures, use a non- 
abrasive cleaner or one of the 
least abrasive ones. Most 
cleaners have bleach added, 
therefore they will remove 
Stains, If your bathroom 
fixtures are not new, you are 
probably stuck using an 
abrasive cleaner to get out 
the residual dirt. Do not use 
an abrasive cleaner on 
anything with a high finish, 
(i.e. cutlery or glass) and do 
not believe that dosing your 
sink with a couple of tea- 
spoons of cleanser will clean 
the drain.

High in cost, sprays 
are recommended chiefly for 
spot cleaning and stubborn 
stains. Rated in decreasing 
order of performance: Whis- 
tle, Fantastik spray cleaner, 
Formula 409, A & P spray 
cleaner and K-Mart spray 
cleaner, 

Conventional cleaners are 
intended to be diluted or 
dissolved in water. Gener- 
ally, cleaning effectiveness 
increases with concentration 
as does the potential for 
harming people and things. 

The following were judged 
overall best, they are listed 
alphabetically. Ajax all pur- 
pose cleaner, Lysol deo- 
dorizing cleaner 11, Mr. 
Clean, TOPCO all-purpose 
cleaner, TOP JOB and White 
Magic all-purpose cleaner. 

All cleaning products pose 
some degree of hazard, 
therefore keep away from 
children.

Can- 
ucks presently lead the best of seven series with three straight 
wins over the Traders. 


I wonder what the thinking of Mr. McKenzie and Mr. Renwick 
is towards the British Columbia Junior Hockey League and the 
Saskatchewan Amateur Junior Hockey League is. Both of 
those leagues use some helmetless referees and yet they can 
play in the Centennial Cup. 


There is no question in the minds of A.J.H.L. team officials 
that their league is being used as an example to other leagues: 
‘you had better abide by the rules or don’t play the game’. 


Referees should have the right to either wear or not wear 
helmets - especially the older ones in the league, who have 
never worn a helmet in their lives, and are not about to start 
now. Most of these are the ones who are experienced in Junior 
type action and know how to officiate this brand of play. 


In any event, its about time that the two organizations got 
together and sorted out this mess. The longer it goes on the only 
ones to suffer will be the kids that are trying to better 
themselves. Lets get politicking out of hockey and give it back 
to the legislative buildings where it belongs.

Chairman of the Sturgeon 
School Division #24 Lois Hole 
has put that division on 
record as opposing the 
county system of government 
for Sturgeon in the annual 
report to the ratepayers of 
the division.

form of government for 
Sturgeon. The Sturgeon boa- 
rd has gone on record as 
opposing such a form of local 
government,” 

In clarifying the board 
position, Mrs. Hole pointed 
out that -

almost 1500 students. This

aff has had to be added.”’ 

The two new positions 
had tried the county system 
for four years and in 1965 
called for a plebiscite on 
whether this system should 
continue.

*School trustees deal ex- 
clusively with all educational 
concerns, whereas county 
councillors must divide their 
time between school and 
municipal matters.

Air Cadets on Parade

On Thursday, March 30 
the cadets of #524 squadron 
were bused into Edmonton 
for a tour of the Law Courts 
building and the Legislature 
Assembly building as part of 
their continuing education in 
citizenship. 

At the court house, the 
squadron was met by their 
guide, court orderly Mr. 
Gerry Ethier, who took them 
on a quick tour of a court 
room, explaining the duties 
of the Clerk of the Court, 
court reporter, the judge, 
jury, defense lawyer and 
prosecuting attorney. As the 
cadets watched stenograph- 
ers type up trial transcripts 
they learned that accuracy 
was essential, as a mistake 
by a court reporter could cost 
an accused person months or 
years of his life. They 
learned of the Court of 
Appeal, Small Claims Court, 
and the duties of the sheriff. 
The cadets visited the library 
with its thousands of vol- 
umes, some dating back two 
hundred years, as our law is 
based on British law. 

The squadron sat in on an 
actual court case (a charge of 
break and enter) where the 
judge Mr. Justice Dechene, 
acknowledged their presence 
with the hope that the 
experience might prove ben- 
eficial in their later careers. 
After the first recess in the 
trial, a majority of the cadets 
voted to see the end of the 
case, so they returned to the 
court room to hear the 
accused on the witness 
stand, the closing statements 
by prosecution and defense 
and the judge’s verdict of 
guilty.
